The village of Farina with its population 
of slightly over 800 lies on the seemingly 


fertile plains of southern Illinois. A grain || 


elevator rearing its head high above the 
railroad is the principal landmark. The 
railroad, incidentally, has dropped all its 
passenger trains but one. Visitors without 
private transportation use the Greyhound 
from the rail junction at Effingham, 25 
miles to the north or from Paradise to 
the south of Farina. 


Many of the 32 Seventh Day Baptist 
ministers who recently spent over three 
days in Farina came there as strangers. 
Like soldiers on leave they would have 
found the little town quite uninteresting 
except for its hospitable homes, its church, 
and its friendly people. The writer and his 
family once stopped in Farina when the 


church was closed, the pastor away, and | 


the people unknown by name. That im- 
pression has now been wiped out; the 
church and town have come alive. We 
feel sure that there are now many minis- 
ters who love Farina. 


Rev. Albert N. Rogers in opening the 
ministers conference remarked that some 
of our greatest denominational leaders had 
served the Farina Church and had died 
there. He mentioned Rev. John L. Huff- 
man, one of our greatest evangelists, Rev. 
L. D. Seager, who was perhaps our great- 


est pastor, and the late Rev. Claudemiae 


Hill who was known and loved over a 
wide area.

of the community. The discussion ranged 
from pole beans to preachers and the U. S.

The church at Farina is a plain wooden 
structure, painted white on the outside, 
and capable of seating an audience of 
about 200. The nearby parish house served 
as a dining hall twice a day for the guest 
ministers, and provided an opportunity for 
singing and the cracking of some of the 
best jokes. The interior of the church was 
beautiful with its freshly refinished floors 
and other evidences of recent labor by the 
members. It was apparent that the congre- 
gation had looked forward with pleasure 
to the entertaining of this large group 
of ministers. The visitors felt that the 
pleasure was all theirs. It was expressed at 
the last meal in the following words 
penned by A. Burdet Crofoot and ad- 
dressed to the members of the church: 


“During the past three days, we Seventh 
Day Baptist ministers have enjoyed a 
measure of hospitality at your hands that 
will be hard to match at any time or any 
place. Not only have you opened your 
homes to provide places to sleep and eat 
breakfasts, but you have made us feel 
very definitely at home in your midst. 


“The noon and evening meals have been 
sumptuous beyond the requirements of 
simple welcome. The facilities provided 
for our meetings have been comfortable. 
Your participation in our open meeting 
has been wholehearted. Your pastor's 
place on the program, assured by the 
generosity of this congregation, has been 
vital in keeping the mechanics of our 
meetings functioning.

YOUNG MINISTERS 


The recent meeting of Seventh Day 
Baptist ministers caused some of those 
who have been longer in the service to 
take note of the fact that the quality of 
our present ministerial students is high 
and the potential of leadership in the 
ranks of our youngest pastors is unusually 
strong. Without attempting to be a judge 
and with no intention of slighting anyone, 
the editor would like to mention a few 
names to make these young men better 
known to our readers. 

We have recently published the state- 
ment of belief and other material from 
the pen and heart of Edgar F. Wheeler. 
He has pioneered in a type of evangelistic 
advertising in connection with the Central 
Association evangelistic effort in his town 
which, in our opinion, ought to be 
studied by every church and pastor. 

Paul B. Osborn, one of the newly 
ordained men in the Western  Associ- 
ation, has shown unusual ability and 
technical skill in religious radio work. 
Under his leadership the association under- 
took more than a full quarter of weekly 
broadcasts. Those programs continue, 
sponsored now by his local church. 

David C. Pearson, who grew up in 
city mission work, and who was ordained 
within the year, is pastor of the Ritchie, 
W. Va., Church. He appears to have 
considerable talent as an evangelist. The 
pastor at Salemville, Pa., speaks highly of 
his recent evangelistic preaching in that 
church. At the ministers conference this 
young man voiced his desire to be a 


missionary. 
Kenneth E. Smith, pastor of two 
churches in Wisconsin though still a 


seminary student, is well known from his 
highly acceptable part on the Confer- 
ence program last August. Recently he 
was featured in a two-column, well- 
illustrated story in the Milton - Milton 
Junction Courier. He was the first student 
of a Wisconsin pastorate to sign up for 
a course which included 12 weeks of 
clinical training in Mendota State Hospital. 

Duane L. Davis, the young bachelor 
pastor in the Nortonville, Kan., parsonage, 
is very acceptably serving the church where 
his mother spent her girlhood. Reports

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up the church to the strength it once 
enjoyed before the depression and agri- 
cultural reverses took their toll. 

Alfred Keller, student pastor at Chicago, 
displays the unconquerable zeal of youth 
and newness in the faith balanced by a 
poise and maturity beyond his years. He 
copes with the problems of a scattered 
city church and came to ministers confer- 
ence with a small theological library in 
his brief case. 

Don Sanford, serving the Independence, 
N. Y., Church, displays well - rounded 
qualities of rural church leadership. He 
has a convincing radio voice and shows a 
thorough knowledge of church and de- 
nominational problems. 

David J. Williams, ahead of most of 
our other young ministers in seminary 
degrees, is now the only military chaplain 
of the denomination on active duty. His 
zeal for the Gospel has not abated though 
his graduate studies and military experi- 
ence have broadened his outlook and added 
graciousness to the presentation of his 
firm convictions. 

Darrell D. Barber, student pastor at 
Hebron, N. Y., appears to be making good 
progress in his ministerial training. His 
tape - recorded evangelistic message on 
“The Broadcast of Faith,’ as the Western 
Association program was called, could well 
be considered one of the highlights of that 
series. 

Oscar Burdick, recent graduate of Alfred 
School of Theology and now an unclassi- 
fied graduate student at Pacific School of 
Religion, is reportedly encouraging the 
gathering together of Sabbathkeepers in 
the San Francisco area. His musical ability 
on the nine-ton carillon of Stanford Uni- 
versity brought him a more than _half- 
page feature write-up in the San Francisco 
Chronicle last November. We understand 
that Oscar would welcome a suitable pas- 
torate at the close of his school year. 

Donald Richards, a promising seminary 
student well known to the writer, has a 
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background of deep religious experience. 
He is another of those young men whose 
education was interrupted by war and 
who has been working through the years 
to adequately prepare himself for full-time 
pastoral service. He served as assistant 
pastor one summer in his home church at 
Riverside, Calif., and last summer at Battle 
Creek. 

David Beebe, son of the hard-working, 
conscientious minister, Clifford Beebe, is 
another student who burns the midnight 
oil at Alfred. He is possessed of a keen 
mind and gives promise of developing 
characteristics of effective leadership. He 
is scheduled to serve the Battle Creek 
Church this coming summer as an assistant 
to the pastor. 


Some of the men mentioned above have 
not taken any courses as yet at our own 
theological school. Others have spent 
three years there. Regardless of whether 
they have taken resident work beyond col- 
lege or where they have taken it, they 
appear to be young men of considerable 
promise, keenly interested in serving the 
Lord through the Seventh Day Baptist 
denomination as the Holy Spirit may lead. 


WE PREFER OPTIMISM 


The monthly statement of the treasurer 
of the Denominational Budget appearing 
on the back page of this issue is later than 
usual and the amounts contributed are less 
than usual. We prefer optimism to pes- 
simism but we cannot see much grounds 
for that preference in the report of April 
receipts. 


What happened during this month when 
we were striving for an unusually high 
attendance in all our churches? Perhaps 
our Conference president and executive 
secretary will be able to analyze it in a 
way that will add to our courage all along 
the line. We still refuse to be pessimistic. 
The missionary enthusiasm of the past 
few weeks in Shiloh may spread to other 
churches. 

Your editor observes that in the seventh 
month of our Conference year 3 churches 
appear in the list for the first time. 
Twenty-four churches that have previously 
sent in money failed to do so in April. 
Could this mean that their treasurers had 
nothing or near nothing to report? Three 
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of these 24 sent $500 or more in the first 
six months. Eleven other churches report 
less than one seventh of their own totals. 
On the other hand, about 23 churches are 
credited with more than their average.

Maybe it is time to sound an alarm. 
Certainly the figures reported by the treas- 
urer of the Denominational Budget for 
April receipts do not give occasion for 
much other than alarm. With seven 
months of the Conference year passed — 
by which time the budget should be 58% 
raised — it is actually only 36% raised. 
And this is happening in the face of 
increasing needs for our denominational 
activities. 

While there are still eighteen churches 
that have met the target for the seven 
months, others have fallen so far behind 
that the really valiant efforts of these 
eighteen cannot support the entire burden. 
It may be that herein lies one of our 
difficulties. Are we prone to rely too 
heavily on certain givers while we our- 
selves “wait and see’’? It is certainly true 
that some of the givers to our commonly 
accepted responsibilities are in the habit 
of giving until it hurts while others look 
on with indifference to the struggles of 
our various boards and agencies to meet 
salary requirements, costs of printing, and 
other operating expenses. 


These columns have repeatedly called 
attention to the importance of regular 
giving to meet our budget. Not only do 
the expenses occur regularly, but it is 
much harder to give the required amount 
to meet an obligation when the end of the 
period comes than it is to give to it right 
along. If we intend to give a large gift 
at Conference time, or some time later, 
let’s give serious thought to giving a part 
of it NOW. 

And let’s keep in mind that these are 
OUR obligations. WE sent missionaries 
to Jamaica, British Guiana, and Nyasaland; 
WE authorized the Tract Board to con- 
tinue printing the Sabbath Recorder and 
printing and distributing tracts; WE de- 
cided to go ahead with certain educational 
projects for the increase of strength in 
our young people and adults and the train- 
ing of future leaders for our denomination. 
It is therefore OUR responsibility to see 
that these undertakings are adequately 
financed.

1 John 1: 5-7: “This then is the mes- 
sage which we have heard of him, and 
declare unto you, that God is light, and 
in him is no darkness at all. If we say 
that we have fellowship with him, and 
walk in darkness, we lie, and do not the 
truth: But if we walk in the light, as he 
is in the light, we have fellowship one 
with another, and the blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us from all sin.” 
John says it is possible for us to walk in 
darkness even if we profess to follow 
Christ. He included himself. “If we say 
we have fellowship with him’ and do 
not see the road clearly ahead of us, we 
do not really have fellowship with our 
Lord.

When the line to 
heaven above is open, there is an influence 
that is continuous that does not depend 
on words.

There’ll Be Music in the Air

Sunday, June 6, will find many of the 
old-timers of glee clubs, choirs, and quar- 
tets gathering on the campus of Milton 
College to join in the so-called “glee club 
concert.” Every four years this pilgrimage 
takes place and some 125 singers, varying 
in age from 18 to 81, will join in a concert 
in the gym. A nucleus of singers rehearses 
some six or eight times in the spring and 
then the whole group will rehearse two 
times on the day of the concert. What 
matters if the voices are rusty! What 
matters if one or two miss the pitch! 


Presently all are singing in harmony, with 
feeling and with gusto. 


As one looks back over a stretch of 
fifty or sixty years, certain names stand 
out in relief as leaders of music on Milton’s 
campus. A few will remember the names 
of T. Martin Towne and Jarius M. Still- 
man. More will remember the names of 
Daland, Stringer, Crandall, and Westlund. 
To paraphrase from the Book of Hebrews, 
“Time would fail me to tell of all the 
sweet voices that have been trained in this 
sort of culture on the campus at Milton.” 


While the name of glee club is attached 
to the concert, there must be mentioned 
other sources than the glee club and choir. 
In the late nineties or early years of the 
next century I can remember a quartet 
which was called the Cremona Quartet, 
I believe. Gustav Seeger, Erlo Loofboro, 
Arthur Platts, and Ernest Green were the 
members. Later Alfred E. Whitford took 
the place of Green. This group largely 
sang secular music. I can remember, also, 
of hearing about the Morgan Park Quartet: 
Willard Burdick, Frank Peterson, Lester 
Randolph, and George B. Shaw. In 1899, 
a quartet from Milton’s campus worked 
near Jackson Center — these were Charles 
Sayre, Ray Rood, Edgar Van Horn, and 
Jesse Hutchins. From then to 1920 there 
were several quartets that were recruited 
from Milton and they did evangelistic 
work in the surrounding states. Some- 
times there were three of these quartets 
working in a summer. These groups and 
former glee clubs and choirs furnish the 
background for the present Glee Club and 
Quartet Association. The tie that is knit 
by working for harmony and rich tone ~ 
will be hard to break.

The Sabbath and the Law of Love; Evange- 
lism for Today; The Second Chance; What 
Thinks Yew of Christ?:: The Abiding 
Presence; The Opening Program of the 
Church. ;

Our evangelistic meetings have ended 
and I am not quite sure how to interpret 
results in some respects. I was very disap- 
pointed in some ways, especially that 
there were not any decisions for Christ, 
or at least not any publicly professed 
during the meetings. Then we were disap- 
pointed, too, that several did not come 
whom we had confidently hoped would 
be there. 

On the other side, there were some good 
results. For one thing, the church as a 
whole worked together in preparation for 
this effort. Considering everything, I think 
we did a thorough job of advance work. 
I believe that the majority of the people 
were praying consistently for the meetings. 
In addition many took part in door-to-door 
visitation who had never done anything 
of the kind before. We intend to organ- 
ize a “workers group” of some kind to 
continue this kind of work regularly. 

I feel that the new contacts we made are 
very valuable. There are at least three 
homes that clearly appear to be prospects, 
if not for membership, at least for oppor- 
tunities to lead to Christ. These people 
have talked frankly with me on the matter 
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of their spiritual needs and their faith in 
Christ, and have expressed their desire to 
discuss these things further. 

I think the effort has enlarged the vision 
of the church here and may very well 
mark a turning point in its history. 


NEWS FROM THE CHURCHES 


SECOND HOPKINTON, R. I. — On 
April 3, the primary and junior classes put 
on a special missionary program. It was 
centered around the Great Commission and 
the methods of carrying it out. Mission- 
ary choruses were sung under the direction 
of L. F. Randolph. Matthew 28: 18-20 
and verses explaining the Great Commis- 
sion were read. Others told of methods of 
missionary work. 

A letter was read from Mr. and Mrs. 
Fred Ayars of Philadelphia, Pa., who are 
giving their support to the Jamaican Mis- 
sion. The letter told of the conditions in 
Jamaica and of how great the need is 
there. Some snapshots directly from the 
mission were enclosed, which helped 
greatly in showing the children the 
situation. 

At the close of the service, each child 
placed his offering in the plate to be sent 
to Jamaica. And for a while — the time 
not yet definite — we will be sending the 
Sabbath school offering to Jamaica where 
it can be used to further the mission 
program. 

The church voted to send $50 to the 
Alfred Theological School and $50 to 
Jamaica. Mr. and Mrs. Randolph, mem- 
bers of our church, have also recently sent 
a personal gift to the Theological School 
in Alfred. 

On April 24, during the Sabbath school 
hour, Rev. Neal Mills showed slides of 
Jamaica and gave an interesting talk on 
the mission there. The children enjoyed 
this immensely as they were hearing from 
one who spoke from experience. 

Although we have but few members we 
want to do our part to help out in the 
mission field. For now that we have our 
missionaries in the fields, it is up to 
us to support them, not to leave them 
stranded there. — Correspondent.

Someone has said that Protestantism is 
being schooled back to Rome, and for fear 
of Communism, will marry her. No 
thoughtful person can completely ignore 
such a statement. While the situation, 
of course, is not nearly as acute as it was 
in the days of Martin Luther, yet, if we 
look carefully, we see the handwriting 
over against the wall, and, in the judg- 
ment of this humble preacher, it is time to 
ask, Is. there. a Luther, a Knox, a Galvin, 
a Wycliffe, a Huss, a Savonarola in the 
room? — Presbyterian Life.
